Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-4, 6-12 and 15-16 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Cravey teaches a high voltage magnetic 
compression modulator comprising: a low-voltage part (left of transformer, see Fig. 4); 
and a high-voltage part (right of transformer, see Fig. 4), a magnetic switch (item 42), a 
second terminal of the magnetic switch being connected to a first terminal of a load 
(item 24). Cravey does not teach the said second capacitor is charged through a 
freewheeling diode connected in parallel to said load. At least this further limitation is 
not taught or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
